This species has generally 5 styles, and unilocular capsules which have 
no septum at the base and are dehiscent in 5 valves at the apex, and 
belongs to the Melandrium group (probably Silene sect. Gastrolychnis 
(Fenzl) Chowdhuri).

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Summary In the present paper, the author reported several alien weeds 
recently introduced to Japan. 

1) Orobanche minor J. E. Smith var. flava Regel ( = var. lutea Toulet) 
was discovered in sunny waste sites of Tateyama, Boso Peninsula, Chiba 
Prefecture on April 28, 1371, and was established in that locality. 

2) Amaranthus galii Sennen et Gonzalo ex Priszter is naturalized in 
Japan. 

3) A boraginaceous weed, Heliotropium curassavicum Linnaeus, native of 
tropical America, was found on sunny sandy soils of Nagaura, near Kisa- 
razu city, Chiba Prefecture on July 16, 1972 as a casual alien. 

4) A North American Goosefoot, Chenopodium Isptophyllum Nuttall, was 
found sporadically in sandy beaches along the Pacific coast of central Hon¬ 
shu, i. e. Yokohama (Kanagawa Pref.), Shimizu (Shizuoka Pref.), and Kisa- 
razu (Chiba Pref.). 

5) An European weed, Hypochoeris glabra Linnaeus was collected in. 
sunny waste place of Kusunoki-cho, Mie Prefecture on May 10, 1970. 
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
